We yesterday, gave the record of C. 
IH. Brogden, the Radical candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor, in regard to the 
Investigating Committee, to look into 
the Littlefield frauds. To day, we pub- 
lish below, the testimony of Col. 
Humphreys, before the Shipp Investi- 
eating, Committee, and also Brogden’s 
explanation of the $10,000 bonds which 
Cal. Humphreys swears positively Brog- 
den told him he had at the time he 
asked Humphrey to sign his bond as 
Coilector. The italics areour own. Let 
the people read, and put their own 
construction on the whole case. 


Extract from the Report of the Fraud 
Commission, pages 542, 543. 

*“ Col, L. W. Humphreys sworn :” 

“Q. Did you have any conversation 

with C. H. Brogden, in the early part of 
Jantiary 1870, in reference to the assign- 
ment of certain bonds to you as security) 
in consideration of your signing his 
bond as Revenue Collector for the 2nd 
District? If so, please give the Com- 
mission the substance of the conversa— 
tion.” 

“A Tam not certain as to the month, 
but very soon after Mr. Brogden was 
appointed Collector for the 2nd District 
he called to see me in my office, and as 
he walked in my back room I remarked 
to him that it was avery good thing 
he had been appointed Revenue Col- 
lector, otherwise I supposed he would 
have been a candidate for Congress and 
got beaten. This was the first word 
spoken by me as he walked in. He re- 
marked “I am not so sure about the 
Collector’s place, for I don’t Know that 
I can give my bond. I have called in 
to see if IT can get you to become surety 
on my bend.” 

I told him I could not become his 
surety. He remarked he had $10,000 in 
North Carolina bonds, which he would 
deposit with me as collateral, and that 
he had money in the hands of John G. 
Williams, a banker of Raleigh, to buy 
more, Which he would also deposit. I 
declined to become his suretythen. He 
then said: ‘I think this will indemni- 
fy you against all loss, and if you will 
sign with me I think I can get Mr. 
Faircloth to go on my bond, and that 
will make it a good bond.” 


I declined to sign at all. I helda 
note on Gen. Brogden for severat hun- 
dred dollars, the amount not recollected, 
but which was not then due. Gen. 
Brogden said he had money on hand, 
and if I would agree to a discount, he 
would pay methe cash.

We venture the suggestion that it 
would perhaps be advisable tor the Dis- 
trict Conventions, also, to postpone any 
action in regard to the selection of Elec- 
tors for their respective Districts until 
after the 9th of July. We make this 
suggestion for the reason that the great 
political revolution now going on ia 
the country, and the constantly shifting 
panorama in the political world, make 
it impossible to say what wil] be the 
individual opinions of members of our 
parity by the time-the Baltimore Con- 
vention mects.

That there are influences being 
brought to bear on President Grant, 
with the view to induce him to with- 
draw his name as a candidate for the 
Presidency, admits scarcely of a doubt. 
"ow far these influences will affect the 
man of “iron will,” remains to be seen.

First, we need to put honest, patriotic, 
capable men in office. Because we have 
allowed dishenest, incapable and cor- 
rupt men to go into office and remain 
there, the people are groaning under 
intolerable oppression and burdens. An 
honest, faithful administration of the 
dence—nothing else will—good Con- 
stitutions and good laws are nothing, if 
they are administered by corrupt men 
in the interest of faction and crime. 
Secondly, we need to encourage by 
every means—by legislative action and 
public and private example the whole 
industrial interests of the country. We 
need to dignify labor—make it honest 
and honorable to work. Every man 
must learn to be proud of his business 
and to excel in his calling. We need 
to stimulate anid educate and apply the 
industrial interests of the country. 


Thirdly, we neel to guard against 
the growing danger of monopolies. The 
ruling danger of the times and particu- 
larlyin this country, is that of great 
monopolies. 

We need to educate the popular mind. 
A government like ours depends per- 
petually upon the virtue and intelli- 
gence of cur people, and how can they 
be intelligent unless we educate the 
popular mind? Educate all classes— 
we reed to educate the poor negro, and 
thus fit him for freedom and society, and 
I fear we shall not be able to withdraw 
him trom the igaominious dominion of 
bad, despicable men until his mind is 
enlightened by education. There is 
strength and power in education. 
people cannot contribute their money 
better than to popular education. 


We need, further to insist upon a re- 
peal of all objectionable laws, both 
State and Federal and particularly on 
the repeal of the Internal Revenue sys— 
tem of the nation. It is an engine of 
evil the like of which has not been seen 
in this country before. And we are to 
compound our lawful public debt and 
bring it within the ability of the people 
to pay the same, and by a steady obser- 
vauce of honesty and purity in the ad- 
ministration of the government, to re- 
store the credit of the State and public 
confidence. This may be done, but it 
will pot and cannot be done by the Rad- 
ical leaders and office-holders in this 
State and the Union! They could not, 
if they would, an@ they would not if 
they couid. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me 
to say that as your candidate I mean to 
do my whole duty. The canvass, as
